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1. PHILIPPINE OFFER TO HOST 1978 UNGA IN MANILA - 

IT IS GENERALLY KNOWN IN THE UN THAT PHILIPPINE DEL 
RETREATING FROM THEIR PSITION OF HOSTING THE GA IN MANILA. 
THEY NOW ARE ATTEMPTING TO BUILD A CONSENSUS ON HOLDING 
JUST THE THREE- WEEK GENERAL DEBATE IN MANILA. WE HAVE 
MAINTAINED CLOSE CONTACT WITH UK, FRENCH.AND SOVIET 
DELEGATIONS AND HAVE INDICATED TO OTHERS THAT OUR POSITION 
IS QUITE FIRM THAT NO PART OF THE GA SHOULD MEET AWAY 
FROM NEW YORK. SOVIETS ARE OBBYING ACTIVELY. AS WE 
STATED TO WESTERN EUROPEAN AND OTHERS (WEO) GROUP, HOLDING 
GA DEBATE IN MANILA WOULD CAUSE MORE CONFUSION AND 
DISLOCATION THAN HOLDING GA THERE. GA PRESIDENT IS MEETING 
WITH CHAIRMEN OF THE REGIONAL GROUPS TO INFORM THEM OF 
CURRENT PHILIPPINE THINKING. PRESIDENT SHARES OUR VIEW

2. PLO CRITICISM OF US MIDDLE EAST POLICY - 

PLO OBSERVER OFFICE ISSUED PRESS RELEASE CRITICIZING 
US "ONE-SIDED POLICY TOWARD THE ARAB ISRAELI CONFLICT" AND 
DECLARING THAT THE PROPOSAL FOR THE CAIRO CONFERENCE IS 
ANOTHER ATTEMPT BY THE US AND ISRAEL TO ISOLATE EGYPT FROM 
THE OTHER ARAB PARTIES TO THE CONFLICT, WITH THE INTENTION 
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OF CREATING THE POLITICAL CLIMATE CONDUCIVE TO THE IMPOSI-

4. SYG WALDHEIM S PROPOSED CONFERENCE - 

UN PRESS SPOKESMAN STATED SYG TOOK INITIATIVE ON

TION, AND WHILE HE INFORMED THE GENEVA CONFERENCE CO- 
CHAIRMEN HE DID NOT ACT IN RESPONSE TO THEIR APPROACH. 

SYG STILL THINKS HIS SUGGESTION IS VALID AND PERHAPS 
INITIAL ISRAELI REACTION IS NOT NECESSARILY FINAL. HE

GRAPH ON EXHUMATION, WHICH APPEARED TO BE MOST DIFFICULT 
ISSUE, WAS REWORDED NOT TO PAPADOPOULOS' SATISFACTION AND 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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NOT AT ALL TO TURKISH AMB TURKEMEN'S, WHO SAID HE JUST 
RECEIVED A LACONIC CABLE FROM ANKARA STATING WORKING PAPER 
NO. 3/REV. 3 WAS TURKEY'S "LAST DITCH" POSITION. USDEL 
WENT OVER REV. 4 WITH TURKMEN AND ASKED FOR HIS RESPONSE 
BY A.M. DEC. 1, AND MEANWHILE GREEK SIDE AGREED TO DELAY 
TABLING THEIR RESOLUTION IN COMMITTEE 3 FOR ANOTHER 24 HOURS.

6. PEACEFUL USES OF NUCLEAR ENERGY - 

COSPONSORS OF NONALIGNED DRAFT RESOLUTION ON PEACEFUL 
USES OF NUCLEAR ENERGY MET WITH AUSTRALIAN. 

NETHERLANDS, NORWEGIAN, UK AND US DELS IN EFFORT TO 
DEVELOP ACCEPTABLE TEXT. COSPONSORS SAID THEY WERE PREPARED 
TO INSERT NEW SUBPARA ON SAFEGUARDS. IN ENSUING 
DISCUSSION AUSTRALIANS CONTINUED TO EXPRESS DOUBTS WHETHER 
THEIR PROPOSED LANGUAGE WAS SUFFICIENTLY STRONG, NORWEIGANS 
AND DUTCH WERE SOMEWHAT SOFTER, AND US INDICATED TEXT

8. UN RESTRUCTURING - 

AT WORKING GROUP MEETING NOV. 29 ON UN RESTRUCTURING, 

EC-9 PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO SECTION V (OPERATIONAL ACTIVITIES) 
WHICH WERE INTENDED TO REINFORCE THE PRINCIPLE OF 
INTEGRATION AND NOTE THAT MEASURES TO BE TAKEN NOW WERE 
ONLY FIRST EFFORTS AND ILLUSTRATIVE. THE G-77 AGREED 
TO EXAMINE THEM, BUT NOV. 30 EC-9 STATED THAT THE G-77 
RESPONSE WAS NOT SATISFACTORY. WITH ONLY MINOR CHANGES, 

THE EC-9 RESUBMITTED THEIR AMENDMENTS AND URGED G-77 
RECONSIDERATION. USDEL ANNOUNCED ITS READINESS TO EXAMINE 
POSSIBLE ESTABLISHMENT OF A SENIRO-LEVEL POSITION TO 
IMPROVE SYSTEM- WIDE LEADERSHIP ON ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
ACTIVITIES, IF AN ACCEPTABLE MANDATE COULD BE AGREED ON. 

G-77 AND EC-9 RESPONDED POSITIVELY, AND THE LATTER 
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PROMISED TO SUBMIT THROUGHTS OF ITS OWN. BELGIANS, IN 
PERSONAL CAPACITY TO ACCOMMODATE FRENCH, LATER GAVE US 
DRAFT PARAGRAPH DEALING WITH POSSIBLE ESTABLISHMENT OF 
SENIRO OFFICIAL IN ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL SECTORS. (LIMITED

9. ASIAN ITEM ON COMPOSITION OF UN BODIES - 
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JAPANESE REAFFIRMED THEIR EFFORT ON COMPOSITION OF UN 
BODIES HAS BEEN TO LIMIT CURRENT ACTION SOUGHT FROM THE 
GA TO A REVISION OF THE COMPOSITION OF THE GA GENERAL 
COMMITTEE. THEIR REPLIES TO QUERIES REVEALED, HOWEVER, 

THAT WHILE GENERAL COMMITTEE MAY BE THE FOCUS OF ASIAN 
GROUP EFFORTS AT CURRENT SESSION, THE FEELING OF UNFAIR 
UNDER-REPRESENTATION IN ALL UN BODIES IS SUFFICIENTLY

THE ANODYNE RESLUTION ADOPTED BY COMMITTEE 6 ENDORSING 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE HOST COUNTRY RELATIONS COMMITTEE 
AND NOTING UTILITY OF COMMITTEE MEETING ON MORE REGULAR 
BASIS CAME ABOUT AFTER SOVIETS ATTEMPTED TO PEDDLE LENGTHY 
TEXT REHASHING THOSE PARTS OF THE REPORT THEY LIKED AND 
DELETING PARTS THEY DID NOT LIKE. UKRAINIANS SHOWED DELOFF 
COPY OF ORIGINAL SOVIET VERSION, AND DELOFF TOLD THEM THEY 
SHOULD EITHER HONESTLY REFLECT ALL OF HOST 

COUNTRY COMMITTEE'S RECOMMENDATIONS OR SETTLE FOR PROCEDURAL 
RESOLUTION. SUBSEQUENTLY, DELOFF COMPLAINED TO KOLESNIK 
(USSR) THAT WHILE PUSHING DETENTE ISSUE IN COMMITTEE 1 
AND SEEKING COOPERATION FROM US ON NON-USE OF FORCE ITEM, 

THEY WERE DELIBERATELY AGITATING HOST COUNTRY ISSUE. 
SUBSEQUENTLY, KOLESNIK SAID HE HAD SERIOUSLY CONSIDERED 
DELOFFS COMMENTS AND IN SPIRIT OF COOPERATION WAS PREPARED 
TO ACCEPT RESOLUTION ALONG LINES EVENTUALLY SUBMITTED

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11. IAPANESE INTEREST IN SECURITY COUNCIL SEAT -
